More Markets Needs. 


The cost of living tends steadily 
upwards and we require markets 
and yet more markets to ‘be built in 
order conveniently to serve the.dif- 
ferent districts of this Colony, and 
incidentally it may be remarked 
that markets prodiice considerable 
revenue. - 

In. our. opinion a, small market 
which was unanlmously recommend. 
ed at a meeting of all the members 
of the Sanitary Board and which 
need only. cost about $10,000 should 
be erected ‘in Kowloon Tong, be- 
cause that settlement is along diz-:

We note with regret that, owing 
to shortage of’staff and pressure of 
other work, little progress has
